ct, PETERSBURG, Oct. 24.—The approach of 
frost has caused arenewal of the cries of 
distress. The Novosto estimates that 20,000,000 
of people are without means of procuring 
food, Statistics prove conclusively that in 
many places speculators get extortionate 
prices. Corn merchants and village Koo- 
laks, or usurers, are Charged with respon- 
sibility for the extortion, A Samara paper 
declares that Jews are angels compared with 
the Koolaks, who are in the habit of reducing 
those in thelr power to the lowest stage of 
poverty. a 

Incidents showing the terrible distress of 
the people continue to be recorded. A poor 
woman of Ratchino on returning home from 


a neighboring village, whither she 
nad gone to try to purchase food, 
found all her children. dead, and a 


post-mortem examination being made, 
their stomachs were found filed with rags 
and earth. Many villages are completely 
deserted in the district of Porm. 

One-half ot the population of Reazan has 
died of hunger or disease. An odious traffic 
is carried on in women’s hair, the best heads 
realizing a crown apiece. 

The police have given notice to bankers 
that no dealings with or through the Koths- 
childs will be permitted in Russia. Bankers 
corresponding with the Rothschilds in Paris, 
London or elsewhere, must seek {mew corre- 
spondents. The Russian Government is said 
to feel deeply irritated at the Rothschilds on 
account of their opposition to the recent 
loan, which}was successfully negotiated with- 
out their assistance. 


PETITION TO THE CZAR. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 24.—A circular has 
been issued from the office of the Lendahand 
Magazine, Rev. Dr. Edward Everett Hale, 
editor, in which it is stated that the petition 
to the Czar of Russia with regard to his 
treatment of Siberian exiles has been signed 
by more than one million citizens of this 
country. Hon. Wm. O. McDowell, President 
of the League of Human Freedom, who rep- 
resents that league at the International 
Peace Congress at Rome, has agreed to pre- 
sent the petition to the Czar. Mr. McDowell 
now asks the signers of the petition to join 
in a contribution for sending food to the 
starving millions suffering from famine in 
Russia. 


MOVING ON DAVITT, 


TORY LEADERS WILL PROTEST AGAINST HIS EN- 
TRY INTO PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—It is said that leading 
Tory leaders have been engaged to ascertain 
whether there is any precedent for the ad- 
mission ofan ex-convict, who has been in 
penal servitude, to Parliament. There is now 
no doubt that a protest will be offered against 
permitting Michael Davitt to take his seat. 
His election is already assured. Davitt, it 
will be remembered, was convicted of treason 
against the British Government in the Fenian 
times. He has always refused to take the 
oath of allegiance to the Queen, and in case 
of his election from Kilkenny it is not be- 
lieved that he will mar his record of opposi- 
tion to the Crown by swearing allegiance. - 

The Tories are said to meditate the with- 
drawal of their candidate in Cork, onthe 
ground that there is no hope of carrying the 
constituecy, and that it would be waste of 
money to proceed. Redmond’s election ap- 
pears to be generally anticipated, 

since the death of Parnell the members of 
the McCarthyite faction who were conspicu- 
ously opposed to him have been in receipt of 
allsorts of threatening and offensive mis- 
ives, asarule anonymous. Timothy Healy 
istespecilaly a target for attack, although 
Sheehy, the Galway member, has had nearly 
an equal share, especially since his attack on 
John E. Redmond.

The possibility 
of the Dominion co-operating with the Gov- 
ernments of the several British possessions 
in the Wesi Indies and South America in the 
construction of a building for their joint 
representation at Chicago in 1898 was also 
suggested. 


DEFECTIVE GUN. 


ENGLISH ADMIRALTY LOSING CONFIDENCE IN 
THE NEW NAVAL ARMAMENT. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—A sixty-seven ton gun on 
board the armored vessel Howe has Gevel- 
oped a defect in the inner tube similar to 
that in one of the big guns of the ironclad, 
Anson, the flagship of the Channel squad- 
ron. The Admiralty is greatly exercised 
over the reported discoveries of defects in 
British guns. The incident causes intense 
anxiety generally, and tends to destroy all 
confidence inthe worth of the naval arma- 
ment. The original cost of the gun in ques- 
tion was £14,000. The Howe is considered 
one of the most formidable vessels in the 
British navy. She carries ten guns, is of 10,- 
500 tons tonnage, and is of 11,500 horse power. 
She is commanded by Capt. Henry Boys, and 
is attached to the Channel squadron. An in- 
vestigation will be promptly ordered. 


THE THAMES FLOOD. 


RIVER COMPLETELY D.

TOWNS ALONG THE 
UNDATED—THE RIVER RISING. 
LONDON, Oct. 24.—The flooded districts of 
England show no signs of improvement, 
Around Bedford a huge lake and part of the 
town itself are inundated. In addition a 
foundry has been so flooded thet work there 
has been completely stopped. 

The Thames in the upper parts fof the river 
has risen two and one-half feet during the 
night. 

At Madenhead, ths lower part of which 
town is inundatedtothe depth of three feet, 
people have abandoned the lower floors of 
their houses and have sought refuge in the 
upper stories, preparatory to leaving the 
buildings themselves. 

Two children have been drowned by the 
flood at Northampton. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 
THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT TAKES MEASURES 
rr 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 24.—A message to Pekin 
says that the Chinese Government has de- 
cided to despatch a part ofthe Pechihli gar- 
rison to restore and maintain order inthe 
disturbed localities. This resolution was 
arrived at with greatreluctance as the 
Pechihlitroopsare entirely depended upon 
for the protection of Pekin and the adjoin- 
ing country. The Chinese Government has 
become ftsatisfied, however, that there is 
some danger ofa renewal of the old Teahing 
rebellion and that vigorous action is neces- 
sary to prevent the movement from being 
formidable. 


NOT REVOLUTIONS, BUT RIOTS. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.— Heinrich Hagemann, a 
young merchant from Guatemala, who is at 
the Auditorium, says the stories about the 
great numbers of people killed in his coun- 
try are untrue. It is a fact we have a revo- 
lution every little While, he said, but they 
are no more than large-sized riots, and they 
create little excitement. Occasionally a few 
people are killed, but in my experience in 
Guatemala I never heard of any great 
slaughter. These revolutions will always 
occur when the presidents endeavor to estab- 
lish themselves as dictators, and it seems 
that all the presidents of these little Central 
American republics are attempting to per- 
form the Czar act. President Barillas is try- 
ing it, but I doubt whether he will succeed. 


PRESENT TO KOSSUTH. 
Bupa Pestu, Oct. #4.—The movement to 
present Kossuth with an estate near Dabas, 
in Hungary, is meeting with enthusiastic 
support. The estate in question.is where 
Kossuth.s parents are buried, and where he 
also wishes to be interred. Should Kossuth 
live until April next, he will be 90 years of 
age, and his Hungarian admirers are already 
making preparations to celebrate the occa- 
sion. The veteran patriot is said to be in 
fairly good health.

PRESIDENT HARRISON SENDS INSTRUC- 
TIONS TO MINISTER EGAN. 


Capt. Schley’s Report Places a New Light 
on the First Accounts of the Riot at 
Valparaiso — American Seamen Ar 
rested and Detained-—Oonference at 
Washington This Morning. 


New YorK, Oct. 24.—President Harrison 
has grown weary of Chili’s dictorate and its 
representative, and has determined it must 
stop and stop quickly, More than this he has 
demanded satisfaction for the recent assault 
of our sailorseg the port of Valparaiso and 
he will have it ox Chili alone will be responsi- 
ble for the consequences. This is the declara- 
tion of a Washington correspondent of a 
morning paper and who continues thus: 

Capt. Schley’s dispatch was laid before 
President Harrison. The President read it 
carefully several times and his indignation 
increased at each reading. No special refer- 
ence was madetothe matter at the Cabinet 
meeting, but at its conclusion the President 
had a special conference with the representa- 
tives of the three branches of the Government 
most interested. ‘They were Secretary Tracy 
of the Navy, Mr. John W. Foster of the State 
Department and Attorney-General Miller. 

The details of the conference are guarded 
with the closest secrecy, but it is stated upon 
the highest authority that the position it was 
decided our Government should take is a 
strong and aggressive one. It is said that 
President Harrison wasthe most outspoken 
advocate of this course. 

THE PRESIDENT’S WRATH. . 

Even those present who knew him best 
were surprised at the eloquence he exhibited 
in reciting the wrongs done to our sailors 
andthe vehemence with which he insisted 
that those wrongs should be fully and satis- 
factorily righted, It was in a tone of ex- 
ceeding bitterness that President Harrison 
referred to Chili’s continued hostility to us, a 
hostility that had culminated at last in the 
murder of one of our sailors, the wounding 
of a dozen or more and the arrest and incar- 
ceration in jail of thirty-five others. He 
said the time had come when we must teach 
the Chilian people that our patience in deal- 
ing with them is exhausted. We have dealt 
with them fairly and they have chosen to act 
toward usin a spirit of extreme unfriend- 

— *. ie N 
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Egan. They have subjected him to espion- 
age and insult because he has given an asy- 
lum to certain Chilian refugees, he said. 

It was suggested at this point by one of the 
gentlemen present that the unfriendliness of 
Chili had manifested itself in still another 
particular. The fact was then recited that 
after the fall of Balmaceda the United States 
was the first country to recognize the new 
Provisional Government. So far from appre- 
clating this act of international courtesy 
the Junta has failed as yet to recognize it 
through its accedea representative here, 
Senor Pedro Montte. There is no evidence 
that Senor Montte has since presented him- 
self at the State Department orin any other 
manner indicated a desire to re-establish 
diplomatic intercourse between his country 
and the United States. 

The conference lasted from 3:30 until 6 
o'clock. Every phase of the situation was 
carefully reviewed. It was decided that our 
national honor demanded that we should act 
promptly and with corresponding firmness. 

Attorney-General Miller, as the legal ad- 
viser officer of the administration, furnished 
the needed points of international law. It 
was agreed before the conference closed/ that 
the attack upon our sailors was tantamount 
to an insult to our flag. The men assaulted 
were sailors of the United States. They 
were clothed inthe unlform of the United 
States. 

Although any indignity toan American citi- 
den would be resented by the government 
in the present case the character of the out- 
rage was intensified by the fact that it was 
committed upon the direct representatives 
of the country. Under these circumstances 
it was decided that nota moment should be 
lost in demanding speedy reparation. 

. DEMAND FOR REPARATION,

PRINTERS STRIKE IN AUSTRIA. 
VIENNA, Oct. 24.—The printers of Austria 
intended to inaugurate a strike on Saturday, 
Nov. 7. The leaders of the movement assert 


that it will materially assist the striking 
printers of Germany by causing the transfer 
of work from Austria to Germany, thus 
forcing the employing printers of the country 
to concede the demands of their men or admit 
their inability to handle a largely increased 
volume of business. 


THE CHEROKEE STRIP. 


A Scheme of Allotment to Come Before 
the Indian Legislature. 


TAHLEQUAH, I. T., Oct. 24.—It has just 
leaked out here that a giganticscheme ison 
foot by certaim leaders of the Cherokees to 
allot the Cherokee strip to citizens of this na - 
tion. Ex-Indian Agent R. L. Owen, a half- 
breed Cherokee, and very wealthy, is at the 
head of the project, and has been secretly at 
work on the scheme for several months, The 
plan is to have a law passed at the approach- 
ing session of the Cherokee Legislature to 
allot the entire strip to citizens. of the Chero- 
kee Nation and issue them individual patents 
to their pro rata share, Itis believed by so 
doing that the land can be held without much 
trouble from the Government. 

A few months ago such an idea was not in 
favor, but so well has Owen worked his 
**rabbit’s foot“ among the Cherokees that 
the project is now a prevailing sentiment 
among all classes of Cherokeegitizens. Owen 
has been at work writing to several Chero- 
kee newspapers and traveling through the 
nation and talking up his plan. Three of the 
papers referred to now openly advocate an 
allotment of the strip in this manner. Owen 
isa shrewd lawyer as well as a litician 
and his idea is to get the land-allotted to 
Cherokees with the privilege ‘of selling their 
pest if they desire, and then he will enrich 

imself by buying up claims at small figures. 
The Legislature meets here Nov. 2, next, 
and this will be one of the first things to at- 
tend to, but whether the United States Gov- 
ernment will allow the allotment by the 
Indians is yet to be seen. The matter is 
creating: much interest here just now, and 
further developments in that direction will 
be watched for eagerly.

Owen Eugene Murphy Once More Seeks 
. Safety in Flight. 


THE MAN WHO TAUGHT CANADIANS 
THE TRICKS OF TAMMANY. 


A Dominion Jury Sentences Him to Seven 
Years’ Imprisonment—Now a Refugee 
and His Whereabouts Unknown—How 
the Ring of Contractors Carried On Its 
Work—Murphy’s Career. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 2%4.—Owen Eugene Murphy, 
formerly Secretary of the Excise Commission 
of New York, who fled from that city to 
Canada some years ago with $50,000 of the 
commission’s money, has again sought safety 
in flight, this time from Canada, and none 
too soon to escape the execution of a sentence 
of seven years’ confinement in the provincial 
prison. His latest crime was conspiracy to 
defraud to the amount of $400,000 and his com- 
panion in crime was Robert Henry McGreevy , 
contractor, 

Only a few hours after Murphy and Robert 
McGreevy had skipped the town the jury 
returned a verdictof guilty. The sentence 
for the crime, being seven years in the peni- 
tentiary, cannot be imposed in the absence 
of the condemned, but either or both of them 
are good for its full value, should they ever 
be found on Canadian soll. Their names will 
again be called in court to-morrow morning, 
after which bench warrants will be issued 
for their arrest. Meanwhile the law’s delay 
will enabie the fugitives to be well out of the 
way. 

When Murphy came to Canada twelve 
years ago with his American dollars, leaving 
behind him the famous note on his desk say- 
ing, ‘‘God helps those who help themselves, 
but God help the man who gets caught help- 
ing himself here, he was taken into the 
contracting firm of Larkin, Connolly & Co., 
Connolly being his uncle. He put up the 
scheme that enabled the company to swindle 
the Canadian government out of nearly 
$1,000,000 by the aid of Thos. McGreevy and 
Sir Hector Langevin, as proved at the late 
session ofthe Dominion Parliament, which 
resulted in Sir Hector’s resignation, in Mc- 
Greevy’s seat being declared vacant and in 
the Minister of Justice being instructed to 
take criminal proceedings against mem. 
bers of the contractors’ ring. 

Murphy and tobert McGreevy, a brother of 
the Hon, Thomas, were paid $180,000 each as 


. 


it was not enough, gave the 
away and were the mainstays of the Ottawa 
investigation. 

To be further revenged on Michael Con- 
nolly, Murphy produced a note for $400,000 
signed by bim on a scrap of paper without 
date and sold it to Robert McGreevy, who 
forthwith proceeded to recover the amount. 
McGreevy evidently knew that it was a 
fraud and gave but $1,000 forit. The civil 
courts dismissed the action, proof being ad- 
duced that Connolly received no value for the 
note and that it was made while all the par- 
ties concerned were playing a little game of 
poker. 

When Connolly was asked how he could 
have any confidence in Murphy he said that 
Murphy had excited his sympathy and that 
of his friends by the story he had told them. 
Murphy had said that ta great deal in 
New York by a vais: in real estate 
values and took money from the pub- 
lic funds. He was too old, he said, 
to put on his apron again and go back to his 
bench, and as he wanted to begin life again, 
he said, he had determined to try it in Can- 
ada, and thatif he succeeded in business it 
was his firm intention to pay back what he 
had taken and make restitution. If Murphy 
has kept his promise and returned any of his 
New York stealings the fact is unknown here. 

The Judge charged strongly against the ac- 
cused and the jury was only five minutes ar- 
riving ata verdict. McGreevy is supposed to 
be in the United States. Murphy cannot stay 
there except in disguise, as he is wanted in 
New York, but may be watching an oppor- 
tunity near the frontier to take passage from 
some Atlantic port to South America or 
Europe.

Before leaving 
this morning he received a few members of 
the State committee, but there was nothing 
like a public reception. 


SENATOR JOHN M. PALMER

CHRONIC CATARRH. 


Testimony of Miss Zara Brown, 
Who Had a Typical Oase.

By the term Chronie Catarrh is meant a chronic in- 
fl€ammation of the mucous membrane of the nose, and 
when not dependent upon any other chronic disease 
is altogether local.

Usualiy the nostrils feel dry, and a discharge ap- 
pears when the membrane is irritated. In many 
cases a dull frontal headache is present. There may 
be a bad odor perceptible to the patient as well as to 
others, but this is not usually the dase. The con- 
dition is often 80 prominent as to amount to de- 
tormity, and it is gratifying to the patient to see it 
gftadubliy disappear as the muédus membrane in 
the nose assumes & formal condition under proper 
treatment.

HABIT AND CONVICTION. 


It is always unwise to make predictions 
of particular results in an election, but an 


dencies which sooner or later will make 
themselves apparent in fruitful resulte. 
No party man, however enthusigstic, will 
at this time hazard a conjecture as to the 
result of the eléétions this year in Ohio 
and Iowa, but whatever be the outcome of 
the MocKinley-Campbell and Boies- 
Wheeler campaigns it is certain that in fiu- 
ences are at work which in the near future 
will materially affect the political com- 
plexion of the whole country. 

In voting men are governed either by 
habit or by conviction. Probably the 
majority follow the former through the 
greater part of their lives. Their votes 
record their acquiescence.in the existing 
order of things, and testify to their desire 
to avoid the grinding necessity of think- 
ing for themselves. They hire their can- 
didates to think for them just as they hire 
servants to perform the duties which are 
irksome or disagréeable. The few who 
vote from conviction—the saving remnant 
—do so not so much from a sense of duty 
as from a happy intellectual and moral 
vitality which4s too active to acquiesce in 
everything. They are the ‘‘kick- 
ers, the mugwumps, whose duty is 
not to regulate political affairs—for when 
they do undertake that task they make a 
sad mess of it—but to goad their sluggish 
brothers into action, to stimulate the com- 
mon sense of the plain people and quicken 
the sensibilities of the coarser and more 
slow-moving members of society. 

Now, there is evidence that habit 
is giving place to thought and 
the plain people who have for 
many years past avoided political 
discussion as a bore, are once more col- 
lecting their senses and brightening their 
wits. It is dawning upon these people 
that ‘‘the world do move’’ and that they 
must move with it; that they must quit 
voting the Republican ticket because that 
party won a glorious victory thirty years 


} ago, or the Democratic because of the Jef- 


fersonian tradition. They are once more 
called upon to choose between the cen- 
tripetal and centrifugal forces of society, 
between the principlé of HAMILTON and 
the principle of JEFFERSON. When the 
voter gets his eyes open he will find him- 
self in a strange bed. By habit he is a Re- 
publican, by conviction heis a Jefferso- 
nian Democrat, or he may have been voting 
the Democratic ticket from habit when 
his ng¢w convictions stamp him as given 
to a ‘‘strong Government.’’ In those 
circumstances he will not be slow to 
change his habit. There is not a more 
self-satisfied man in the world than one 
witha brand new conviction.

In other words 
he becomes a thorough going and real par- 
tisan—a noisy but very praiseworthy in- 
dividual. 

Such is the situation to-day. The 
doubtful States are more doubtful than 
ever, and those which have been loyal to 
party for thirty years are disaffected and 
in an ugly temper. The machine politi- 
cian, who does not like convictions of any 
sort, is dismayed at the sudden appearance 
of ideas in the field. He @6es not under- 
stand them, and therefore in his arrange- 
ments cannot allow them their full value. 
His plans are set at naught, his machine 
broken up, and he is himself driven into 
retirement. He cannot lead; he can only 
manage. People who think and have con- 
victions willingly follow a leader, but they 
will not submit to be managed.

As ‘straws indicate the direction of the 
wind, so do small things attest the rascality 
of the School Board ring. ne would think 
that $1.88 was too paltry a sum for members 
of the ring to misappropriate, yet such a bill 
once went through all the intricate steps, fol- 
lowed by big crooked bills, and was gravely 
passed upon by four officers of the board and. 
by the entire body and paid. . 

H. M. Snyder is a stove dealer and tinner 
doing business on Twelfth street, between 
Pine and Olive. He has at times been em 
ployed by the school department at repair- 
ing stoves, ahd has always taken great in- 
terest in the workings of the board. He once 
ran for School Director, but was defeated. 
It was tainly through his exertions that 
duplicate molds for the Lotze furnace cast- 
ings were secured and a large saving in re- 
pairs acconiplished. Mr. Snyder makes a 
very damaging statement against the ring, 
exposing thé Methods of peculation of the 
men who have for the last four years plun- 

dered the School Board. He states that Con- 
don, who is Director Edward J. O' Connor's 
brother-in-law, and formerly held a position 
under the engineer, came to him one day 
two years ago and asked him for some stove 
castings for Mr. Lee’s private stove. They 
were given him and charged on the books. 
Ten days later Condon returned and said that 
the castings Were all right, fitted Mr. Lee’s 
stove perfectly and that he wanted some 
more to replace other parts of the stove. He 
told Mr. Snyder that they were for Mr. Lee 
and that they should be charged to him. 

Accordingly Mr. Snyder charged the castings 
up to Mr. Lee, and later sent a bill to him for 
the amount, $1.88. 

Nothing was heard from Mr. Lee, but three 
months later Mr. Snyder received from the 
Secretary of the School Board a notiee that 
$1.88 was due him and awaiting his dis post- 
tion. He visited the School Boarda’s office, 
drew the money, recéipted for it and re- 
turned to his place of business puzzled, for 
he did not remember furnishing the Shepard 
School with $1.88 worth of castings, and yet 
the order stated that the castings were for 
that school. On looking over his books he 
found the old charge of $1.88 against Mr. Lee 
and straightway retraced his steps to the 
Polytechnic building and madé ah investi- 
gatign, calling fof the original bill. Upon 
examining this he found that someone had 
written the word ‘‘Shepard’’ across the bill. 
The story told by the documents was that Lee 


had received the bill, indorsed it as correct, 
and that 7 wee _ghen — 1.

THEY “SIGNED” WITH THE sr. LOUIS 
“COMPANY IN NEW YORK. ; 


Knights of Labor Said to Be Conducting 
the Grand-Jury Fight Against Nied- 
tinghaus— Gen. Osborne of New 
YorkInside Story of & Neat Sys- 
tem. 


The names Of the four imported tin-plate 
‘*dippets’’ now if St. Louis, Whose testi- 
mony is expected to convict ex-Congressman 
Niedringhaus of violation of the alien con- 
tract labor law, are as follows: Philip 
Mason, Frank Mason, James Mason and 
Charles Terry. The three first named are 
father and two sons, the sons youths of not 
over 18 years of age. All four are English- 
men. : 

They were seen this morning by a Post- 
DisPatCu reporter and made a statement 
which leaves but little prospect of a success- 
ful prosecution of the case against the St. 
Louis Stamping Co., now awaiting the action 
of the Federai Grand-jury. According to the 
story told by these especial imported ‘‘dip- 
pers,’’ they will not be able to go before the 
Grand-jury and swear tothe fact that they 
came to this country under contract with the 
Niedringhaus company. They came upon 
the personal assurance of Supt. Harris 
of that conipany that they would 
be employed by the Niedringhaus 
company at high Wages—two and a half times 
what they received in the Welsh tin plate 
works, where they were then employed—but 
there was no contract entered into, and the 
Englishmen paid their own way across. They 
were instructed to report to Gen. Os- 
borne, the New York labor-agency man act- 
ing for the St ulis Stamping Co. upon 
their arrival in that city, and a contract was 
prom ptiy entered into there. But that way 
of securing foreign labor is somewhat ditter - 
ent from a contract made ina foreign coun- 
try, and it is doubtful if it brings the Nied- 
ringhaus company within the scope of the 
alien contract labor law. 

REFUSE TO BECOME scans.“ 

The three Basons and Terry protest that it 
was under such conditions they came to 
America. They claim, however, that those 
conditions were arrived at through mis- 
statements made both by General Supt.

INDICTED LOTTERY MEN. 


President Conrad Says There Was No Vio- 
lation of Law in Dakota. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 24.—A dispatch 
from Sioux Falls, S. D., published here this 
morning, states that the United States 
Grand-jury has returned indictments against 
the Louisiana Lottery Co. for violation of the 
anti-lottery mall law. 

President Paul Conrad of the Lottery Co. 
was interviewed in regard tothe matter. He 
states that the Sioux Falls case is exactly like 
the El Paso (Tex.) case—that there has been 
no violation of the law by the lottery com- 
pany and that they will prove this when the 
cases come to trial. He says the whole 
trouble grew out of mailing a pamphlet con- 


taining the decision of the Supreme Court of 
this State in the mandamus case against 
the Secretary of State, compelling that om 
cial to promulgate the proposed revenue 
amendments tothe Constitution. President 
Conrad states that efforts were made by the 
stal authorities to obtain indictments in 
alf a dozen States on the same grounds, but 
that they were unsuccessful except at El Paso 
and Sioux Falls. He thinks the facts show 
that the action of the authorities in this case 
is simply persecution.

HE REPRESENTED HIMSELF AS BUD, DO- 
BLE, THE TURFMAN. 


William MHeidert Commits Suicide by 
Hanging Himself to a Rafter in His 
Garret—His Witfe’s Discovery Facts 
Developed at the Inquest on Lester 
Straw—Police News. 


A swindler was neatly captured in the 
office of the American Express Co., on 
Broadway and Locust street, about 8 o’clock 
this morning, by Detectives Viehie and 
Alexander. On 
lumbus Harness Co. of Columbus, 
O., received a letter from a man signing him- 
self Bud Doble. He requested the firm to send 
him a set of the finest track harness they had 
and direct it to Frank H. Jones, his trainer, 
who was, he said, training horses on the st. 
Louis track. The officers of the Colum- 
bus Harness Co, had received 
an order from the well known turfman, Bud 
Doble, who is running his horses on tracks in 
the South. They suspected something was 
wrong and telegraphed to Doble. He replied 
at once, saying he haa ordered no harness, 
and the St. Louis man was a 
fraud. The officers of the harness com- 
pany telegraphed to the American Express 
Co. here giving them instructions how 
to act and wrote a letter to the alleged Dable, 
telling him they had sent the harness as re- 
questec and to call for it at the express 
office. He called there this morning 
and was received by the detectives. 
The prisoner said his name was 
Joseph M. Mayo and that he was 
also known as Frank H. Jones and Bud 
Doble. He admitted writing the letter to the 
Columbus Harness Co. and said he would 
have taken the harness had it been shipped. 
Mayocomes from Chi and a telegram 
was sent to Chief Nee ef this morning, 
asking if Mayo was wanted but as yet no re- 
ply has been received. 


Hanged Himself. 
William Heidert, a German 57 years of age, 
committed suicide early this morning at his 
home 38500 North Twenty-second street, by 


hanging himself with a clothes- 
line. For the past year Heidert 
has been sick and was in danger of losing his 
sition in the St. Louis Varnish Factory, on 
wenty-fifth and Palm streets, where he was 
employed. He became despondent some 
months ago and threatened to take his 
life several times. This morning Mrs. Heidert 
missed her husband, and knowing he did not 
go to work, she went intothe garret, where 
she had hearda chair fall an hour before. 
Hanging to the rafters was the dead body of 
her husband. He had mounteda chair, tied 
a clothes-line securely around his neck and 
then jumped offthé chair. He strangled to 
death int few minutes. Heidert leaves a 
wife andtwo small children. Sickness and 
despondency is supposed tobe the cause of 
the suicide. 


Inquest on Lester Straw. 


Deputy Coroner Meade held an inquest this 
morning on the boby of Lester N. Straw, who 
committed suicide yesterday. Mrs. Mary 
Straw was the only witness examined, 
and she gave the Coroner very few facts 


about her husband which have not already 
been published. She said her husband was 
44 years old at the time of his death 
was born in New York, and 
lived in Sst. Louis four years. She had 
been away from the house two weeks and 
returned yesterday to find him dead. 
The causes which led up to his suicide she 
said were of his own making. He was a poor 
manager and could not support his family as 
he had been addicted to drink. The note 
written on a card of Daniel Brady was mis- 
leading she claimed as her husband meant 
by it that he thought Brady was poisoning her 
mind against him and said so. Two weeks 
ago she went away and wrote a letter saying 
she would return as soon as he could support 
her. He did not reply to this letter so she 
wrote again, saying she would go to Iowa 
where she has friends and take care of herself 
and children as best she could. This is the 
cruel letter he referred His greatest 
fault, she said, wasthathis heart was big- 
ger than his purse. She will bury her hus- 
band’s remains, though she is without 
means and was left no money by him.

Millions of Annually Raced For— 
The American Association Closes Its 
Session With a Membership of Nine 
Clubs—Chicago’s Association Team— 
Horse Racing and General Sporting. 


The recent great prices paid for weanlings 
and yearlings, and the big figure obtained 
for the stallion St. Blaise, have served to em- 
phasize the fact that the breeding of thor- 
oughbreds is now one of the great business 
interests of the country, and one involving 
many millions of capital, says Black and Blue. 
Constant racing and rich turf prizes are the 
only stimulants needed by breeders, and the 
growth of the industry keeps pace with the 
progress of the turf. That $30,000 should be 
paid for an untried yearling by a noted sire 
and dam; that $20,000should be paid for a 
brood mare, and prices ranging from $30,000 
to $100,000 for stallions, may seem astounding 
to those who do not closely follow the 
earnings of horses on the turf. Potomac, 
still a 8-year-old, has won over $100,000 in 
stakes, and when retired from the turf will 
probably bring $30,000 as a stallion. His High- 
ness, yet a 22-year-old, has won $105,000 this 
season, and would have won more only that 
he was ineligible in certain stakes, owing to 
the death of his nominator, Mr. August Bel- 
mont. Just whata good 2-year-old may win 
will be found by a glance at the following 
table, and it may be said that no colt or filly 
in the list cost as a yearling more than $7,000, 
while many of them did not cost $2,000.
